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What Constitutes a Good Iris? 


For the benefit of those who are newly interesting 
themselves in iris, we would like to repeat, briefly, the 
qualities considered desirable in these flowers. 

Color, altho the most important and most instantly 
appreciated quality in a flower, is not by itself, the final 
measure of iris worth. 

Besides clarity or richness of color we want a bloom 
with good form, standards firm and held in closed position 
at the top, or nearly so, and in pleasing proportion to the 
falls, which may flare or cree. but which should not be 
narrow waisted. 

The bloom should be large enough to match the length 
of stem which, for tall-bearded iris should be thirty inches 
or more. A small flower on a tall stem looks “leggy” and 
a huge flower on a short stem looks ‘‘dumpy.” 


Stems should be branched low and wide so that flowers 
do not crowd, and they should be strong enough to resist 
drooping from the weight of the flowers or toppling 
because of wind or weather. The texture and substance of 
petals are important too. Whether silky, velvety, smoothly 
enameled, crisply starched or informally ruffled, the sub- 
stance of the petals should be tough and durable enough 
to withstand sun and wind and remain fresh-looking for a 
reasonable length of time. Colors should not fade too 

easily in the sun, nor spot too readily from drops of mois- 
ture. 

Some irises are temperamental. To be generally 
acceptable an iris should perform well in different sections 
of the country and be winter-hardy. Unfortunately, some 
of the loveliest sorts. originating in’ California are not 
hardy in Northern winters and many of the most beautiful 
varieties of the Middle West and East are complete failures 
in California. Quite frequently rhizomes from regions of 
wide seasonal differences will require an extra year to 
adjust themselves to the change before blooming. 


Rhizomes which are well grown will be more likely to 
bloom the first year than those which are not well-grown.

_ COLOR IS KING! 


Altho iris fanciers are aware that other qualities besides 
color are necessary to qualify an iris for high rating, there 
is no gainsaying the fact that color is the most fascinating 
characteristic of this flower. And eolor is dynamic! It 
registers on the sub-consciousness. Color can convey a, 
sense of coolness or of warmth, cheapness or luxurious- 
ness. It can be calming or irritating; stimulating or 
depressing; and while, of course, you are not likely to be 
overcome with these varying moods by merely observing 
the colors of the flowers in your garden, it is interesting to 
note that scientists have discovered this mysterious influ- 
ence of color upon the human psyche. 


MOTHER NATURE IS KINDA 
RECKLESS WITH COLORS TOO 

This reaction of color on the nervous system is, doubt- 
less, the cause for the disharmony of certain color com- 
binations and the reason behind the well-known corrective 
practice of using plenty white and yellow flowers among 
the variously colored ones. White is the greet conciliator 
and yellow the great illuminator. Yellow “lights up” the 
garden, we say, but as a matter of fact it lights US up. 

It is difficult, however, to effect a discordant note 
among irises. The strident colors characterizing some 
flowers are just not present in the iris family. There is a 
vast field of compatibility among irises and no-one need 
fear the likelihood of jangling colors spoiling the garden 
effect. Just mix in a few whites and creams and forget it. 

OH, OF COURSE, IF YOU’RE A SENSITIVE SOUL 


Certain color combinations are more agreeable to the 
eye, than others. Pink and light blue; pink and yellow; 
blue and yellow; purple and gold; blue and tan; pink and > 
purple, are combinations that should please anyone. The 
deeper reds, such as Garden Magic or Christabel, are 
happy with soft yellows, such as Snoqualmie, and the softer 
reds, like E, B. Williamson or Rosy Wings, are pleasingly 
contrasted with light blues, such as Shining Waters or 
Great Lakes. The coppery tones, like Copper Lustre, are 
also nice with light blue. You can have fun thinking up 
nice combinations and trying out the effect in your garden. 
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STARS IN THEIR CROWN 


As im former years, we have “starred” the varieties 
which appeared on the 1945 lists of “100 BEST” irises of 
two high-class dealers, one in the East and one in the 
West. Also the list compiled by the prominent irisarian, 
Kenneth D. Smith, who has, for several years, conducted 
a poll of Judges of The American Iris Society. Where an 
iris appears on one of these lists, a star appears before its 
name. If on two lists; two stars; etc. Our own choice of 
100 BEST is also represented so that it is possible for a 
variety to be honored with four stars, and this indicates a 
pretty formidable concensus of opinion. 


If this opinion were perfectly unanimous, there would 
be only 100 varieties starred, and they would each have 
4 stars. The fact that this is not the case proves, merely, 
that differences of climate, soil, season, acquaintance, and 
personal preference, all play a part in this selection. 


ALL THE HEROES DIDN’T GET CITATIONS, EITHER 


The varieties not starred at all fall in two classes; those 
which are too new to be rated and those technically out- 
classed. Of the latter, many are highly attractive and, 
stars or no stars, we would not like to give them up. 
“Beauty,” we always say, “is in the eye of the beholder.” 
A good thing, too, otherwise a great many happy couples 
would never have gotten mated.

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SIBERIAN IRIS 


Ever arden should include a planting of Siberian 
iris. Bigoming at about the same time as the tall-bearded 
varieties, they are so very different that the contrast is 
most intriguing. They are beardless and have a much 
different petal formation. 


Easy to grow and prodigious of bloom, an established 
clump often produces fifty or more tall, wirey flower 
stalks rising out of the mass of narrow-leaved artistic 
foliage. The flowers have a cool, crisp appearance and 
keep well when cut. 


The newer varieties are taller and finer, the colors 
cleaner and brighter, and the flowers are larger and of 
better form than the old, outmoded, varieties. The range 
of colors is limited to various shades of blue and purple; 
white; and bluish red. 


They should be planted in Fall or very early Spring in 
ordinary garden soil which should not be allowed to dry 
out until plant is established. They may be grown in full 
sunlight or in partial shade. Better avoid lime and bone- 
meal because they prefer a slightly acid environment.
